Doctors and dentists are at a peculiar dis­ 
adv antage in trying to collect b ills b y the 
sam e m ethods used b y stores and other b usi 
ness firm s. They or their secretaries usually 
just send periodic statem ents, occasionally with 
a curteous, ethical rem inder that the am ount is 
past due— no harsh talk, no hint of legal action. 
&imp people take adv antage of this disin- 
clinatiun to place strong em phasis on money, 
and nev er think of paying for medical serv ice 
at the tim e the serv ice is giv en—and some 
nev er think of payng for it at all.
